COR (Summary) 
January 15, 1978 


This is information from an entity named Bideric (pronounced Bi-der’-ic) given to the 
Explorer. 


Bideric, the chiel council, scolds Bob 


(3:00) Bideric (BDK), chief council of Isauris, speaks, reminds Bob that he was ata 
council meeting earlier, though he probably doesn’t remember. BDK is not happy 
because of an information breech. They entrusted Bob with COR, asked him to keep 
everything in strict confidence, which has not been done. The council wanted remove 
COR, but she would not allow it. Time is of the essence, and they acquiesced to her 
wishes. Things should have been happening faster with COR at Bob’s side — both her 
mission and his dreams. 


(6:00) Bideric isn’t pleased that the sessions are being taped. Someone in Bob’s group 
is monitoring the tapes. It would be a great detriment if it should seep out who COR is 
and who she is in contact with, both to COR and Bob. The government is investigation 
sounds that have been heard up and down the East Coast. COR knows what the 
sounds are. BDK re-emphasizes the need for utmost secrecy. 


(8:00) COR is searching for 4 other beings, who are trapped and need to be returned. 
These four will have the answers to the creation of a new civilization, which will be a 
place for souls to go, so they can continue to grow. BDK’s people don’t want these 
souls in their current condition, nor is it time for them to dissapate to different areas. 
There would be no place for them if the earth went poof. COR and her people are trying 
to keep the earth intact, a job COR chose to do. Time is short. The four entites must be 
found. Bob should listen to COR when she brings him information. He needs to 
understand how powerful she is. When Bob has a problem, he needs to share it with 
COR, and she will have the answer. 


(11:46) BDK promises to supply Bob with with equipment and a piece of property 
adjacent to one he owns. When Bob asks who has been monitoring the tapes, Bdk 
doesn’t say but tells him to ask COR. She knows, and it will come to a head soon. The 
earlier healing Bob had set up for COR helped open direct communication with COR. 
COR is afraid to tell Bob information because she doesn’t know how he will react to her 
“overpowering answers.” Bob is unaware of the monitoring or how to properly use 
COR’s power. BDK suggests he play back the transmissions to her to trigger her 
memories. They are channeling COR from their side, which is a strain on her, making 
her ill, but it must be, as time is short. They want Bob to start building and make an 
open area (on the New Land) where they can come to Bob, Nancy, and COR. COR and 
Nancy had gone earlier and walked the New Land, but Bob wasn’t with them. BDK 
reemphasized (again!) that Bob should keep things secret, listen to COR when she has 
a suggestion, and help COR find the other 4 entities. (Lots of repetition.) They could do 
something grand (as in a televangelist healer of the time), but they prefer low key. Bob 


asks who the four are and their purpose. BDK says they lost touch with them, only know 
of one, who COR knows and has met with the person. Bob asks who, BDK demurs, 
saying it is someone close to Bob, a friend. The 4 are to lay a foundation for a 
civilization that must be, which will provide a place for earth souls to return to after they 
are taken away. Otherwise, the planet will be “null and void’of all souls. BDK says Bob 
knows what is to happen, and they do not need to go into that again. It will be a backup 
in case something happens to the current civilization. Bob is to build a place where 
people, pilgrims can come, something small and available to all who wish to come 
“when it happens.” Bob should have lots of food, housing won’t be important. He has 3 
years to get ready, and he should lay the foundation in the next 9 months. They don't 
want Bob to fund the project with the sale of his property. The money should come from 
other sources, which they will scan carefully. Bob shouldn't foot the whole bill for 
something that is for the betterment of mankind. Bob sees no other way, and they 
assure him that help is on the way. COR is to take a bigger role in helping Bob by giving 
him information, helping him with decisions, reading other parties. Bob is to get her out 
from behind a desk (where she works) and out among the people. 

(35:00) Bob asks who BDK is and what is BDK’s environment. BDK is a chief council, 
COR is the boss, and BDK is not in physical matter. “We are clear, we are clean, and 
we are free.” 


(37:40) COR has chosen to come to physical matter to do what needs doing, had failed 
at a previous attempt. Together she and the others will form a new civilization, a place 
for souls trapped on earth to go and cleanse themselves, so that they might return their 
people. 


BDK’s people aren't able to go to earth just yet. COR believes it isn’t yet safe. There are 
difficulties in earth’s atmosphere. A great break through will be seen by a satellite that 
crashed to earth. They talk about a future meeting on the New Land, and Casteen will 
be there, as he (somewhat) in the physical, near COR at all times. BDK might not be 
there because of the type of craft needed. 


Other comments: BDK starts out scolding Bob about security, which he seems 
unaware of. As the session progresses, this becomes apparent thru Bob’s remarks, and 
BDK calms down a bit and backs off the scolding. BDK is adamant about finding the 
four who are to build an alternate civilization if Earth is destroyed.
